-•were lighted early this morning in the 
Utah Apex mine, whe-e Ralph Lopez, 
desperado, is making his last stand. 
With all exits to the mine escept that 
of the Andy tunnel bi-tticed and sealed 
with mud and with poisonous gases 
floating back into the depths of the 
workings, it was expected that the fugi- 
tive would make a break for liberty to- 
day. 
A large amount of dynamite is 


stored in the mine and knowing Lopez 
could easily blow out one of the bulk 
heads, the seven sheriffs early toda.y 
stationed a dozen deputies at each of the 
fifteen tunnel points with orders to 
shoot him on sight. The ten thousand 
inhabitants o£ this canyon-walled min- 
ing town, deep in drifts of snow, were 
waiting in tense excitement for the de- 
lu .nernent of the man hunt that al- 
ready has cost six lives. 


On Nov. 21 Lopez killed a Mexican 


miner and later in the day he killed the 
chief of police and two deputies who

align, it is a graceful and wholly unob- 
eciionable dunce when 
properly exe- 


:ute<l. In this article T have tried to de- 
scribe a form of the dance- which is CIIKV 
to learn and which could be danced in 
any hall room with perfect propriety. 


Any good two-step music gives the 


proper time for the dany. 


In thn iirst position the gentleman 


nlaces his left arm around the lady's 
waist a-s far as he can, she facing him. 
liis left and her right hand being out- 
stretched as in the old waltz position. 
The gentleman's left foot is far ad- 
vanced, resting on the heel, with the too 
raised and tins knee bent. The first step 
brings the right foot up to the left and 
tho second step advances the, left npain. 
This two-step is repeated eight times, the 
lady dancing backwards. 


The second figure is an ordinary two- 


step, with long strides and a swaying 
motion of the body from the waist up. 


The. steps of the third figure are a 


repetition of those of the first, but the 


position is entirely novel. The gentlo- 
nian's left foot is'flat on the floor and 


liniiflf arr outstrotehpci in front ol 


him, 
holding his partner's hands. She 


assumes a, similar position and seems 
trying to pull away from him as fur as 
possible. 
There are eight measures of

In making the test for poison It la

This is done 
by connecting the tubes with the Jugu- 
lar voln and the carotid artery.

taining a warm solution. By means of 
a porotn substance connecting the 
glass tubes tho foreign and poiionous 
substance* in the blood filter throug.

WHY NOT WEDLOCK'S BOND? 


Social Service Expert Laments the 


Fact That So Many of the People 


Remain Unmarried. 


Why are 39 out of every 100 men 


•without wives? A social service ex- 
pert puts the question. It is calcu- 
lated to provoke debate at this season. 
It seems there are 17,000,000'unmar- 
ried persons in the United States, a 
greater number than tho entire popu- 
lation .of some nations; 
more than 


twice that of the Dominion of Canada. 
Eight millions of "the unmarried-. are 
men, about 9.000,000 women "over fif- 
teen years of age." Seven and one- 
quarter million of the bachelors are 
between twenty and forty-four years 
of age. 
If all these women and all 


these men could be brought together 
hy some kind of matrimonial agency 
there would be only a sm.aU number 
of women left outside of the bounds of 
wedlock.

married persons of both sexes have 
the greater life expectancy, according 
to Insurance stafstics and other mor- 
tality records.

Is it not probable" that 
many persons are single because they 
are sickly? One difficulty about join- 
ing all these maids, bachelors, widowi' 
and widowers, of course, is that the 
excess, respectively, is not in the 
same place.

having learned architecture for that pur- 
pose. 


They broadened out and in 1899 organ- 


ized a $100,000 corporation, naming it 
the Los Angeles Investment company. 
Elder slept in the ofllce and ate in a 
cheap restaurant, as profits -were very 
uncertain. 
. But the concern grew. Elder'huilt a. 
32,000,000 skyscraper in the business-dis- 
trict. He formed half a dozen subsidiary 
companies. 
Hundreds of homes were 


sold, dozens of now real estate tracts 
opened—business boomed! 


But Elder was controlling such money
